The bill for the abolition of the 
privilege, which has passed one branch of 
Congress, is. good as far as it goes.

The “money-order” system now under 
consideration has for its object the protec- 
tion of the public in the transmission of 
mnoney by mail, rather than the augmenta- 
tion of revenve. It is a question, however, 
whether such a system is adapted to a 
country so extensive as ours, or, if 
capable of being

might safely and profitably undertake the

Weare in favor of giving 
them, as well as every other servant of the 
Department, a fair compensation for their 
services. But why should the Department 
pay higher rates for this service than ex- 
press companies? Let the Government, in , 


this respect, stand upon the same footing 


with individuals and private corporations. 
Let it have fair play, and no shaving. The 
result would be an enormous saying in the 
cost of the service. 

We commend the foregoing considera- 
tions to those members of Congress who 
have signalized themselves during the pres- 
ent session by efforts to render the postal 
service self-sustaining. We believe the re- 
forms proposed to be entirely practicable, 
demanded alike by the exigencies of the 
Government and by the spirit of the age. 
They strike, in every instance, at positive 
abuses, and seek the accomplishment of 
the end by the substitution of simple 
and cheap processes for circumlocutory 
and expensive methods. Their tendency 
is to cheapen instead of imposing an addi- 
tional tax upon knowledge and new re- 
straints upon business and social corres- 
pondence. In this field our Congressional 
friends will find ample opportunity of do- 
ing comething for their country, and at the 
same time connect their names inseparably 
with a grand and beneficent reform. Who 
among them will take the lead?
